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Seamen ask Begin to resolve dispute

HAIFA. — The seamen's union, fac- 
ing the prospect of their strike 
collapsing with nothing to show for 
it, have appealed to the Prime 
Minister to help end the dispute — 
which is threatening the survival of 

Israel's merchant navy. 

The seamen claim the Prime 
Minister is getting ἃ false picture of 
the situation from the shipping com- 
panies, which the union saya is 

ble for the situation. The 11- 
day strike has already caused 
millions of pounds worth of damage. 

On Friday, Transport Minister 
Meir Amit persuaded the officers’ 
and ratings’ unions to rescind a deci- 
sion they made the previous day — 
that the officers extend the strike to 
the companies’ oil tankers. But after 

the » Amit made 
no attempt to get them back to work 
on ἃ compromise formula that would 
have returned the merchant navy to 
the status quo ante. 

{This was done last April to end 
the previous officers’ strike — leav- 
ing all the problems unsolved and 
paving the way for the present strike 
by both unions.) 

The shipping companies on Friday 
applied to the Haifa Labour Court to 
declare the officers’ strike illegal, 
as it had done last week with the 
ratings’ strike, and to issue injunc- 
tions against the officers. The com- 
panies claimed that the strike had 
caused grave losses, some of which 
could not be recovered. 

Judge Eliezer Kanfi decided to 
hear the application in the presence 
of both parties this morning and ap- 
pointed the companies" two lawyers 
as officers of the court, to deliver the 
summonses to the officers’ union and 
the Histadrut. 

The lawyers later lodged a com- 
plaint with police, charging they had’ 
been assaulted when they delivered 
the summons to the union office. 

Tf the court does issue the injunc- 


tion, the companies sey they will not, 


resume normal ship operation until 
the two unions accept their con- 


ditions for establishing procedures " 


to put an end to the frequent strikes 
that have plagued the merchant 
marine during the past five years. 

The director of the Shipping Com- 
panies Association, Shlomo Hrel, 
said they would resume wage 
negotiations with the unions only 
when the men that talks in- 
elude the problems of discipline.

Amit won’t mediate sea strike

— The U.S..Central 
Intelligence Agency has publicly 
released a 1974 secret study showing 
that Israel has a nuclear weapons 
programme, based in part on 
uranium obtained through 
“clandestine means.”

Tel Aviv zoo will move to 
Safari Park next year 


‘ TEL AVIV: — The familiar, tiny and 


overcrowded zoo on Sderot Ben 
Gurjon will be gone by September

The operation calls for all plans for 
the new zoo to be completed in six 
months, when the work will begin. 
Even such details.as which animals 
will be rehoused first have been 
decided — the monkeys will be the 
first, followed by the lions, rhinos 
and elephants. 

Much of the financing for the move 
will come from constructing a 20- 
storey apartment and commercial 
complex on part of the existing zoo 
aite.

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Yadin: Pressure can’t shake 
Israel on basics for survival

LONDON. — In a recorded BEC . 
television interview screened ας on a 
day night. Deputy e er 
Figael Satin declared that there are 
“certain essentials for Israel's sur- 
vival that no pressure could 
change." 

He was answering a question 
about U.S. pressure on Israel to 
make concessions in the current 
Middle East negotiations. 

The negoilations with Egypt, 
Yadin sald, were like a race that had 
started at the flaishing line. “Now 
we have to go back to the begin- 
ning.” 

Pressed by the interviewer, the 
deputy premier agreed that Israel 
would be prepared to give up Sharm 
e-Sheikh at the southern tip of Sinai 
as long as arrangements ensuring 
the freedom of navigation of Israeli 
shipping were made. But as far as 
the West Bank is concerned, Yadin 
said, the Israelt position is that there 
can be no negotiations with the PLO. 

He rejected the suggestion that 
Tarael's ‘‘real aim‘’ in the 
negotiations was a separate peace 
with Egypt. 


Yadin told BBC interviewer 
Richard Kershaw, “I think the 
threads will be picked up again and 
that negotiations will proceed. And 
as long as the negotiations are going 
on I'm always hopeful." 

On Friday morning Yadin met 
with British Foreign Secretary 
David Owen to bring him up to date 
on latest developments in the 
negotiations. Afterwards, a foreign 
office spokesman said that both men 
agreed that what was needed now 
was “quiet diplomacy.” 

Yadin later told The Jerusalem 
Past that Owen and he shared the 
view that “given time and goodwill, 
the momentum will be picked up." 
and that while negotiations were 
proceeding, there was always hope. 

Asked about the role that Britain, 
through Premier James Callaghan, 
had been playing in recent weeks by 
keeping In touch with Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat and Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin. Yadin 
said that he welcomed help from 
“anyone who can persuade all the 
parties to carry on the peace in- 
itlative, although we believe that any 
other country should refrain from 
expressing its views.” ἢ 


Schindler praises U.S. role 
in Middle East negotations 


By MALEA RABINOWITZ 
derusaiem Post Correspondent 
NEW YORK. — The leader of 
organized American Jewry last 
week described Washington's present 
role in Mideast negotiations as 
‘“Impeccable’’ and much ap- 
preciated by Israeli leaders directiy 

involved in the talks. 

“This has not always been the role 
played by the Carter administration 
in the Middle Bast," said Rabbi 
Alexander Schindler, chairman of 
the Conference of Presidents of Ma- 
jor American Jewish Organizations. 

“The State Department has learn- 
ed it can best promote the process of 
peace not by proposing solutions but 
by helping the parties to keep talking 
— and not to cross the line from 
mediator to arbitrator." 

Rabbi Schindler said he had no 
regrets about his recent visit_to 
Cairo, the first by a prominent 
American Jewish leader. 

Schindler said he had come away 
from his meeting with the Egyptian 
president feeling that Sadat, like 
Israel's Premier Begin, had em- 
barked on a course as peace-maker 
from which he would not easily be 
deflected. ' 

“I'm absolutely convinced of 
Sadat's desire for peace,’’ said 
Schindler. On the basis of his talks in 


Cairo, he belleved that much of the 
difficulty in negotiations stemmed 
from differences in modes of think- 
ing. 

With almost a dozen candidates 
ready to throw their hats into the 
ring. no date has yet been set for the 
election of a successor to Rabbi 
Schindler as chairman of the 
Conference of Presidents of Major 
Jewish Organizations. 7 

Speculation persists that Prime 
Minister Begin would like to see 
Schindler remain in the post and that 
he will use his influence towards that 
end when Jewish leaders converge in 
Jerusalem next month for the Zionist 
Congress. 

Under conference rules, Schindler 
is due to step down next month at the 
end of a two-year term. 

Nevertheless, his name has still 
not heen ruled out of a crowded fleld 
in which the contenders make up ap- 
proximately one-third of the con- 
ference’s 82 members. 

Yet an additional hat may be 
thrown in the ring by the American 
Jewish Committee which is con- 
sidering an application for con- 
ference membership to make its 
president eligible for the post of 
chairman. Until] now, the AJC has 
limited its role at the body to that of 
observer. 


Senator Church declares support 
for selling F16s to Israel

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U.S. and UK in race 
to head off Smith’s 
plan for Rhodesia 


LONDON (UPI). — Britain and the 
U.S. are launching a new joint 
diplomatic drive this weekend to end 
the guerrilla war in Rhodesta before 
Premier Ian Smith can conclude an 
internal deal with his country's 
moderate black nationalist leaders. 

Foreign Secretary David Owen 
flies to Malta tonight for talks with 
Joshua Nkomo and Robert Mugabe, 
leaders of the Patriotic Front 
guerrillas. 

With him will be Andrew Young. 
U.S. Ambassador to the UN, Field 
Marshal Lord Carver, Britain's resi- 
dent commisaloner-designate for 
Rhodesia. Lt.-Gen. Prem Chand, 
representative of UN Secretary- 
General Kurt Waldheim, and a large 
team of British and U.S. officials. 

The talks were expected to last two 
or three days. 

What Britain and the U.S. hope is 
to get agreement with the Patriotic 
Front leaders on a ceasefire in the 
guerrilla war as a first stage 
towards putting into effect the joint 
Anglo-American settlement plan for- 
mulated last September. 


London and Washington have 
found themselyes In a race with 
Smith, who hopes to pull the rug out 
from under the UK and the U.S. by 
reaching a settlement himself with 
Bhodesia’s black moderates — while 
freezing out the militant Patriotic 
Front. 

Meanwhile, in Salisbury, in a 
dramatic, surprise move, Bishop 
Abel Muzorewa on Friday walked 
out of settlement talks in what he 
called later ‘‘utter disgust’’ with the 
Rhodesian government delegation. 

There was no immediate indica- 


tion whether this meant a 
breakdown in eight weeks of majori- 
ty rule constitutional discussions 
which were earlier In the day 
thought to be on the brink of forma! 
agreement. 

Smith earlier in the day briefed his 
government caucus on details of a 
black majority rule settlement amid 
reports a snag had emerged in talks 
with three local-based black leaders. 

Muzorewa, in a statement releas- 
ed afterwards, accused the Rhode- 
sian negotiators of ‘“‘abusive 
language which triggered off our 
walkout."" 

There was no immediate reaction 
from the government or from the 
other two local black leaders seeking 
a settlement, the Rev. Ndabaningi 
Sithole and Senator-Chief Jeremiah 
Chirau. 

The four leaders were reported on 
Thursday to have been on the verge 
of informal agreement for a majori- 
ty rule settlement plan. 

Difficulties developed when 
Muzorewa was reported early Fri- 
day to have had second thoughts 
after Thursday's meeting about a 
key issue on which agreement had 
been reached. 

Τὶ was the question of how 28 white 
reserved seats in a proposed 100- 
strong black dominated parliament 
should be elected. 

Initially, it was agreed that the 
whites would be elected on a racial 
two-tiered voters’ role. 

But after Thursday's meeting, 
Muzorewa was reported to have had 
second thoughts about what his aides 
regarded as a racist role and was 
pressing for a common role. (UPI,

Belgian baron’s kidnappers 
send fingertip to his family 


PARIS (AP). — Kidnappers of a 

millionaire Belgian baron have sent 

the family a handwritten letter, an 

identification card and the tip of a 

finger to prove they are really 

holding him, police revealed yester- 
jay. 

Officers said the letter and identity 
card appear to be from Baron 
Edouard-Jean Empain, abducted on 
Monday in front of his luxury apart- 
ment in Paris. They gave no indica- 
tion of what the letter said. 

Experts were unable to determine 
if the bit of flesh from a left little 
finger was genuinely the baron's. 
they added. 

The letter and I.D. card were in an 
envelope left in a baggage deposit at 
a Paris train station. The bit of flesh, 
wrapped in gauze. was left in a 
baggage deposit in another Paris 
station. Word of both drops was 
telephoned at a 24-hour interval to an 
unidentified member of the Empain 
family, police officers said. 


Press reports said a family 
representative was negotiating with 
the abductors. who have demanded a 
ransom variously reported at $10- 
20m. The baron's Empain-Schneider 
industrial empire, one of the largest 
in Europe, does $4.5b. worth of 
business a year. 


Any payment of ransom by the 
family would break with French 
interior-ministry policy, which is to 
refuse any payment in such cases. 

Mrs. Empain, distressed by 
reports that one of her husband's 
lieutenants has left France to 
negotiate a payment, issued a state- 
ment saying the reports did not 
emanate from the Empain family 
and asking newsmen for 
“discretion.” 


Paris newspaper reports, reflec- 
ting police attitudes, said earlier 
speculation that Empain had been 
abducted by political extremists is 
now being discounted.

Secret document shows U.S. uncertainty 
in handling possible Persian Gulf crisis 


WASHINGTON iAP). — Defence 
planners are uncertain whether U.S. 
military forces could deal effectively 
with a crisis in the oil-producing Per- 
sian Gulf region. it was disclosed on 
Friday in a secret document. 

The planners have therefore 
proposed organizing a special force 
— made up of two reinforced Army 
divisions and a Marine division, plus 
its air wing — ta be ready for 
emergencies in the Persian Gulf and 
possibly other areas vital to the U.S. 
apart from western Europe. 

Military officers said the problem 
of airlifting such a force, which could 
number up to 100,000 men, and 
sustaining it in an area far from the 
U.S. and from U.S. bases in western 
Europe is a staggering one. 

in broad scope, the planning docu- 
ment follows the lines of defence 
policy spetied out by U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter in the $115.2b. fiscal 
1979 defence spending budget sent to 
Congress last Monday. Under long- 
standing Pentagon practice, the ser- 
vices are five years ahead and are 
always given guidelines by the 
Defence Secretary. 


The keystone of U.S. military 
policy, apart from its strategic 
nuclear striking forces designed to 
deter a Soviet attack on the U.S., is 
defence of Western Europe. The new 
budget emphasizes strengthening 
U.S. forces to enable them to counter 
heavy Russian-led Warsaw Pact ar- 
mies and air forces facing western 
Europe. 


“We tace an incredibly strong and 
growing military power in the 
East," the planning document said. 

“Our near-term objective is to 
assure that Nato could not be 
overwhelmed in the first weeks of a 
blitzkrieg war, and we will invest 
and spend our resources preferen- 
tlally to that end."” 


The planners made it clear that 
the Carter administration is con- 
tinuing the policy, developed in the 
Nixon administration, of building 
conventional forces necessary te 
fight what Is called “‘one and a halt 
wars” — that is, a major war in 
Europe and, simultaneously, a 
smaller war in another area of ma- 
jor U.S. interest. 


Noting this, the planners said that 
“events in the Persian Gulf could 
soften the glue that binds the (North 
Atlantic) alliance as surely as could 
an imbalance of military forces 
across the inter-German border.” 


They asserted that “the United 
States must be able to fight in areas 
other than western Europe" because 
Soviet threats to U.S. interests and 
Russian ‘‘ability to project torce are 
both Increasing." 


At another point, the planning 
document said that “our land forces 
should continue to be sized to 
stabilize a Persian Gulf situation in- 
volving both local forces and some 
Soviet forces” as well as to “deploy 
sufficient forces to Europe to pre- 
vent major loss of territory or even- 
tually to restore prewar boun- 
daries."" 


It then called for the creation of a 
Special! three-division Marine and 
Army force to handle contingencies 
‘pending further analysis of the U.S. 
forces needed for conflicts that could 
precede a major war in Europe.” 


35 Christians seek asylum 
from Iraqi Ba’athist regime 


NEW YORK. — Thirty-five Iraqi 
citizens, including women and 
children, flew into New York on Fri- 
day saying they had been persecuted 
by their country's Ba‘athist govern- 
ment and demanding political 
asylum. 

The group boarded a Moroccan 
International Airlines plane in 
Athens bound for Montreal and got 
off the aircraft when it made a 
scheduled refuelling stop at Kennedy 
Airport, a representative for the air- 
line said. 

A spokesman for the Port Authori- 
ty of New York, which operates the 
airport. said police were called when 
an argument broke out among 
members of the group after ali other 
passengers had left the plane. 

The airline's representative said: 
‘There was a great deal of tussling 


and it was obvious they wanted to get 
off here.” ; 

After the group disembarked, a 
lawyer presented an order signed by 
a New York federal judge granting 
them ‘permission to present their 
cases as refugees. 


According to documents filed in 
court, the 35, including nine children 
and 15 women, are Assyrian 
Christians who fled Iraq to avoid 
what they called persecution by the 
Ba'athists. 


Pending a hearing tomorrow, the 
Iraqis were permitted to stay with 
relatives or friends in the New York 
area. None of the group had 
documents normally required for en- 
try into the U.S., according to an im- 
πατέρα spokesman here. (Reuter, 

) 


Chinese paper criticizes defence chief 


HONGKONG (AP). — Defence 
Minister Yeh Chien-Ying. the 
number two figure in Chinese 
politics, has been criticized in an ar- 
ticle in the ‘Liberation Army 
Daily,’’ China‘s official military 
newspaper, according to analysts. 
Political experts here said Yeh 
was the obvious target, even though 
he was not mentioned by name. 
Analysts said the attacks in the 
newspaper may have been 
orchestrated by supporters of party 
Vice-Chairman Teng Hsiao-Ping in 
order to neutralize or oust their op- 
ponents and gain influence for their 
faction hefore the National People's 
Congress convenes this spring. 
Yeh, 80, ranked second to Com- 
munist Party Chairman Hua Kuo- 


Feng, is the most prestigious sur- 
viving figure of the old military es- 
tablishment. 

Several articles published this 
month by the “Liberation Army 
Daily"’ criticized opportunists, 
trouble-makers and truants in the 
Communist Party who try to avoid 
responsibility. 


The latest article, published on 
Thursday and republished by Hong 
Kong’s Communist newspapers on 
Friday, gaid al! those criticized are 
unfit to hold office. 


Analysts said Yeh was the obvious 
target in the article on opportunists, 
which cited bureaucrat Feng Tao, 
who held high office in five ancient 
Chinese dynasties for 54 years. 


A compleat history of | 
the Digitus Impudicus 


HARTFORD, Connecticut (AP). — 
The Connecticut Superior Court has 
ruled that giving someone the 
“digitus impudicus'' — legal 
language for ‘the finger'' — is not 
punishable as an obscenity. 

The case involved a high school 
student who wiped off the rear win- 
dow of a school bus to deliver an up- 
raised middie finger to a state 
trooper behind the bus at an in- 
tersection. 

The policeman turned on his siren, 
pulled the bus over to the side of the 
road and arrested the student. who 
was pointed out by his classmates. 
The student was convicted: but in an 
appeal the Superior Court over- 
turned the decision unanimously. 
ruling that an obscene gesture had to 
be “erotic... and appeal to prurient 
interest in sex."' while the finger at 
most could only arouse anger, not 
“sexual desire.” 

“Digitus impudicus"’ is Latin for 
“lewd finger."" and is reputed to 
have been the doomed gladiators’ 
answer to Nero's thumbs down. The 
learned judges. however, noted that 
it was a disrespectful gesture of even 
more ancient origin, citing the case 
of Diogenes, the fourth century BCE 
Greek cynic, who gave 2 digital up- 
Nft to the great orator Demosthenes. 

This put him almost two and a 


quarter millennia ahead of former 
U.S. vice president Nelson 
Rockefeller. who similarity signalled 
his disapproval] last year at a 
Republican Party convention. 

In Bngiand the upraised middie 
digit is known as the ‘Harvey 
Smith," after the great equestrian 
star of the same name who saluted 
the judges at a horse show with what 
ever after he insisted was a victory 
sign. A royal] connotation also at- 
taches itself to the gesture since 
Prince Philip, Prince Charles and 
Princess Anne have all been thought 
to have greeted their subjects, es- 
pecially photographers of the realm, 
with it on ceremonious occasions. 


Others associate the upraised mid- 
dle finger with the game of tennis, 
where Jimmy Connors and Ilie 
Nastase have used it ta signify their 
total unconcern for the 
pronouncements of the line judges. 


There it Is often followed by rude 
noises from the gallery, which in 
turn is treated to further pantomime 
from the stars in the centre court. At 
Wimbledon such scenes are rarely 
followed by cries of ‘good show, old 
chap." 

In Sicily, the gesture is credited 
with keeping down unemployment 
among the island's gravediggers. 


Filipinos claim 185 Moslem rebels slain 


ZAMBOANGA CITY, Philippines 
iReuter). — Government forces 
have killed at least 135 Moslem 
rebels since heavy fighting started in 
the Philippines’ Suiu Isiands two 
weeks ago, the southern military 
command here announced yester- 
day. 

Ii did not disclose casualty figures 


on the government side, but military 
sources said at jeast seven marines 
were wounded in clashes on Jolo 
Tsland. 980 km. south of Manila. 

The military has stepped up its 
drive to rid the island of more than 
600 rebels who have dominated the 
area since the secessionist rebellion 
broke out in 1972.

12 dead as heavy

PRETORIA (Reuter). — At least 12 
people were reported to have died as 
torrential rains flooded large areas 
around South Africa’s capital, 
Pretoria, last night.

The Eritrean Liberation Front

had arrived to fight alongside 30,000

A refugee, Ghebre Gzfabhair, in- 
terviewed on the day he slipped past 
Ethiopian troops out of the city. said, 
ΜΔ have seen large numbers of 
Cuban troops in Asmara. They are 
seen frequently everywhere."’ 
Another refugee. a teacher speaking 
excellent English, said he had also 
seen Soviets in military uniform in 
Asmara. 

The Eritreans said the Cubans 
were acting principally as military 
advisers and doctors though some 
were also fulfilling direct combat 
roles as tank drivers. 

The U.S. has estimated 2,000 
Cuban troops and 1,000 Russians are 
now in Ethiopia, the bulk of them on 
Ethiopia's southern battlefront in 
the Ogaden desert. Ethiopia has 
denied that any foreign troops are 
fighting on its side. 

In a bloody 16-year war, the 
Ethiopians have loat all of Eritrea to 
the rebels except 2 handful of towns 
and garrisons — the provincial 
eapital of Asmara, the ports of 
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Massawa and Ass2b and the town 
Barentu and Ad! Caieh.

Swastika-bearing Nazis can march 
in Chicago suburb, court rules 


SPRINGFIELD. IMinois (AP). — 
Swastika-bearing Nazis have a right 
to march through a predominantly 
Jewish suburb of Chicago even 
though residents fear violence will 
result, the Dlincis Supreme Court 
Tuled on Friday. 

“The display of the swastika. as 
offensive to the principles of a free 
nation as the memories it recalls 
may be, is symbolic political speech 
intended to convey to the public the 
beliefs of those who display it." the 
court said in an unsigned opinion. 

The case involves a dispute 
between officials of Skokie, a suburb 
of 69,000 residents, and a tiny group 
of Nazis who say they want to march 
there as an exercise of their con- 
stitutional right of free speech. 

The dispute has been before 
justices of the ‘U.S. Supreme Court 
twice, and both sides say a final 
appeal there is likely. 

“...use of the swastika is a sym- 
bolic form of free speech entitled to 


first amendment protections," 
court said, ruling that the sy 
eannot be banned ‘solely bec

Lebanese

BEIRUT (AP). — A general strike 
was staged on Friday in Christian- 
controlled areas of Levene fe mark 
second anniversary of the ca; 
ture of the Christian town of Damour 
by the Palestinians. ἊΝ . 
- The protest strike followed a fresh 


’ outbreak of fighting between Chris- 


tian militiamen and an alliance of 
Palestinians and leftists in south 
Lebanese areas bordering Israel. 
The hostilities left at least 23 killed 
and 36 wounded by official count. 

A statement by the strike's Chris- 
Han organizers said the 24-hour shut- 
down was a protest against the 
government's failure to evict 
Ῥι from Damour and allow 
the return of its 12,000 Christian in- 


habitants. δὴ 


The Mediterranean coastal town, 
14 kilometres south of Beirut, fell to 
the Palestinians during the 
Lebanese civil war. 

Damour’s former residents have 
been living as refugees in various 
areas of Christian-dominated Mount 
Lebanon north of the capital. Their 
town is currently inhabited by 
Palestinian refugees from areas 
Christians captured during the 20- 
month civil war. 

The repatriation issue is one of the 
thorny problems blocking reconcilia- 
tion efforts by the post-civil war 
government of Christian President 
Elias Sarkis and Moslem Premier 
Salim el-Hoss. 

Schools, shops, banks, cafe houses 
‘and restaurants were closed in the 
Christian sector of Beirut and the 
Christian heartland of Mount 
Lebanon. Traffic in the Moslem sec- 
tor of the capital was lighter than 
normal. 

Sarkis held an emergency session 
with Colonel Sami Khatib, com- 
mander of a Syrian-dominated Arab 
League peace army of 30,000 men. 
They halted the civil war i4 months 
ago and have been policing the ar- 
mistice. 

No violent incidents were reported 
on either side of the capital. 

Bashir Jemayyel, military com- 
mander of all Christian militias dur- 
ing the war, said that “‘the time is ap- 

ing when new conditions will 
help us liberate the whole of 
Lebanon.”

The radio also reported that

IN SHAPING its policy towards the 
Third World, the Soviet Union's 
prime consideration is its strategic 
requirements. Unlike the Western 
nations the Soviet economy is not 
suited to constructive aid. Instead, 
its huge arms industry maintains a 
continuous flow of military 
hardware towards areas which bring 
the Soviets strategic henefits. 

This region has been the victim of 
this Soviet policy, for much of 
Russia's arms exports were and are 
being directed — unfortunately — to 
the Middle East. 

Other strategically important 
areas have been Vietnam; later it 
‘was Angola: and when the Russians 
were recently booted out of Somalia 
they hastened to transfer their ac- 
tivities to Ethiopia, where by al] 
accounts, the Russians and their 
Cuban proxies are entrenching 
themselves through airlifts of heavy 
weapons. 


WHEN PRESIDENT Sadat launch- 
ed his initiative over two months 
ago, the more naive among us 
beli¢ved that the Russians were now 
firmly pushed aside with only the 
U.S. left as the sole superpower in- 
volved in the new peace-making 
process.

India to 9.7 and Iraq up to 10.3:- 

Trade with Egypt went steadily 
down, that with India was stagnant, 
that with Iraq went up. It only means 
that the Soviets promote their in- 
fluence in particular regions by 
arms supplies. 

Nowhere is this more true than in 
our region. No sooner than it appears 
to lose influence somewhere in the 
Middle Bast, does the Kremlin make 
haste to balance the situation — by 
maintaining a state of turmoil with 
fresh weapons deliveries, such as it 
is now doing in Syria, as it is in 
Ethiopia.

Investors hesitant 
despite Ehrlich

TEL AVIV. — Despite Finance 
Minister Simha Ehrlich's une- 
quivocal declaration of support for 
the Stock Exchange, and the possible 
stabilizing influence of the prospects 
for a potential renewal of 
negotiations between Israel and 
Egypt, the public is clearly still stay- 
ing away from the market. Last 
week's share turnovers were down 
by 15 per cent on the preceding week, 
averaging only IL50m. a day, and in 
one session trading in bonds actually 

exceeded that in shares. 

The influence of Ehrlich’s outright 
denial that there would be a capital- 
gains tax on profits from securities 
transactions did, however, have 
some influence in restoring investor 
morale. And despite the market's 
late opening, by the end of the week 
advancing shares had managed a 
small lead over those that declined. 


Bank Leumi Investment Company 
shares forged ahead by four per 
cent, in response to an encouraging 
annua) financial statement. The 
statement revealed an impressive 
total growth in assets and profitabill- 
ty, announced an increased cash 
dividend and proposed the payout of a 
50 per cent share bonus. 

A fully-owned subsidiary of Clal 
(rae!) Ltd., Clal Real Estate Ltd., 
made its first issue, which was well 
received: because of over- 
subscription, the company allocated 
shares on a 12 per cent basis of 
shares ordered.

TEL AVIV. — Nine referees from 
abroad, six from Switzerland and

We will 
decide on our next steps today," the 
FA spokesman Ya'acov Ere! told 
The Jerusalem Post last night, “but 
regardless whether the referees con- 
tinue the strike or not, National

The ‘‘importing’' of the nine 
toreign referees cost the FA ILi50,- 
000, Ere! said. 

The referees warned in mid-week 
that there was every likelihood of 
their deciding to strike at Friday's 
emergency meeting. But this 
“threat’’ waa dismissed by FA chair 
man Michael Almog. After the 
referees’ decision, Almog said it was 
“a public scandal.” 

The referees claim that the FA has 
not met their repeated demands for 
better conditions at the grounds, 
such as separate changing rooms 
and showers. But more basically, the 
referees want their union to be in- 
dependent of the Football Associa- 
tion. The FA stand is that referees 
unions all over the world are af- 
filiated to the football associations.

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| Sadat seeks U.S. muscle 


PRESIDENT SADAT’S current campaign to rally world public 
opinion behind his demand to trade a peace agreement with 
Israel for complete Israeli withdrawal to the 1967 borders and 
establishment of a Palestinian state is now to be climaxed by his 
own visit to Washington at the end of this week. 

Thus, instead of a simple luil in the negotiations, caused by 
Sadat's peremptory decision to suspend the political talks, the 
Israel Government finds itself confronted by a massive Egyp- 
tian effort to bring outside political pressure to bear upon its 
negotiating position. 

Sceptics — and they are many — are tempted to view all of 
Sadat’s moves, including his visit to Jerusalem, as a gigantic 
publicity stunt that was designed from the beginning to breach 
Israel's political defences — especiaily in the U.S. 

According to this view, Sadat believed that with firm 
American backing he could pry loose from Israel all the 
territories the Arabs demand, without resorting to war. The 
dramatic flourish of the peace initiative and its attendant televi- 
sion ballyhoo is what he needed to summon such American sup- 

rt. 

Pore is not necessary to embrace such scepticism, to recognize 
the political hazards for Israel that could arise. 

President Sadat’s aim in going to Washington is quite clearly 
to prod the U.S. from its role of objective mediator, intent on 
bridging gaps, to a new role of active participant injecting its 
own views and positions into the negotiating process. 

And since the Carter Administration, like past ad- 
ministrations, is on record as holding that Israel should relin- 
quish territory on a scale that more closely approaches the Arab 
than the Israeli position, such a change in the American role 
would certainly be disagreeable. 

It is perhaps because the U.S. had not intruded itself into the 
substance of the Israel-Egyptian political talks in this way that 
Sadat became impatient. In his view, his readiness for a com- 
prehensive peace settlement, as urged all along by the Carter 
Administration, should be repaid by an active American effort 
to impose U.S. positions on Israel. 

Clearly, such an Egyptian attempt to obtain active American 
intervention on substantive issues would be inconsistent with 
the very concept of negotiations. But in Mr. Sadat's recent 
declarations and actions, it is quite plain that his understanding 
of negotiations is very different from Israel's. 

However, it must be assumed that President Carter and his 
Administration are well aware that America’s effectiveness in 
helping Israel and Egypt to work out an agreement depends 
upon its continuing role as a fair, credible and understanding 
mediator. : ; 

There can be no doubt that the U.S. has a keen interest, 
beyond simple mediation, in aiding the parties to achieve a 
peace agreement. And this is the interest that it must pursue. 
But it can only pursue it effectively by patiently bringing the 
positions of the parties together — and not by attempting to 
prescribe the future of this part of the world. 

If this is the message that Sadat will get in Washington this 
week, his trip may yet prove to be useful. 


Fight to the finish 


FACED with the last-ditch refusal of the ship-owners to yield 
further, the striking seamen have indicated that the bid for a 70 
per cent salary rise is not the last word. The way is open — as on 
previous occasions when the merchant fleet has been im- 
mobilized in whole or in part — for a compromise. 

Except that this time, no compromise seems possible. 
Crewmen have already been offered salary increases (in 
dollars) ranging from 111,200 to IL4,590 a month (depending on 
grade); which comes to more net of tax, because 11.288 a day 
will be henceforth tax-exempt. On top of that the employers 
have agreed to a retroactive pay rise covering the last two 
years. 

This settlement — which the unions have turned down — 
already breaks several written and unwritten rules: the tax 
reform {which requires that all income and allowances be tax- 
ed); the need that strikes have Histadrut approval; the ban on 
retroactive pay increments; the obligation to remunerate 
Israeli wage-earners in Israeli currency; and the wage-freeze 
(with salary rises allowed only in return for increases in produc- 
tivity). 

If the mariners’ unions get away with their claim that this is 
not enough and succeed in extracting further benefits, it will be 
impossible to prevent a spate of new salary demands in all sec- 
tors of the economy. Workers' committees will express 
themselves as ready to settle for the (massive) benefits that 
were deemed to be insufficient for the seamen. 

But the shipping firms cannot give more, even if — desperate 
to get the vessels moving again — they should want to. The 
strike has cost them IL.20m. already. They have to balance their 
books; and there is only one alternative this time, to reduce the 
scope of their activities. 

Besides, the odds are moving against the strikers. The 
deckhands’ walkout was declared illegal, so the ship's officers 
struck instead. The case against them will be heard in court to- 
day. There is no reason why what waa illegal for one section of 
the crew should be found legal for the other. Gnce both forms of 
industrial action are put outside the law, cargo-owners will be 
free to sue crews and unions for damages. 

The fight this time is to the finish. The shipping companies 
will not be content even if the unions cave in. Accepting the 
employers’ pay offer is no longer enough. The seamen must 
agree to stop flouting authority, and must accede to 2 code of 
conduct (specifying who has the power to do what), without 
which no merchant navy can operate properly. 

The sooner the two sides get down to working out a realistic 
settlement on these various matters, the smaller will be the loss 
suffered by everybody concerned with this futile and hurtful dis- 
pute. :

“T treat you as an integral part of 
the American people for whom we 
feel all friendship and cordiality. We 
expect you to support what is right 
and to correct what is wrong. You 
should not be taken for granted by 
any power regardless of the merits of 
its posi.on.”" 

Responding to this latest state- 
ment, Schindler said “Surely you un- 
derstand that American Jews sup- 
port Israel because the Jews are a: 
people, one people,...because Israel] 
offers a haven, a refuge, a place of 
dignity for every Jew...because a 
strong and free and democratic state 

. of Israel is essential to the security of 
our own country — America."" 
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Sadat said he did not go to 
Jerusaiem ‘‘to strike a bargain or to 
reach a compromise."' It was clear 
from the thrust of his letter that the 
Egyptian leader believes he has now 
made his concessions by recognizing 
Israel and that Israel should now 
agree to Egypt's demands for a total 
withdrawal and Palestinian Arab 
self-determination. 

Basically, Sadat reiterated the 
position he presented to the Knesset 
in November. it was clear that one of 
his objectives was to rally support 
among American Jews for Egypt's 
Position in the hope that they would 
use their influence on Israel to con- 
vince the Begin government to make 
further concessions. It was the first 
tme that Sadat had specifically ad- 
dreased the American Jewish com- 
munity in an open letter.

TT I§ REGRETTABLE that Aharon 
Yariv is not involved in the current 
negotiating process. for one feels 
that his rational intelligence could 
have contributed much to the talks. 

Information minister in the early 
part of the Rabin government, and 
chief of Army Intelligence before 
that, Yariv is now entering another 
Phase of his carcer as head of the 
newly-formed Centre for Strategic 
Studies at Tel Aviv University. He 
intends it to become a “think tank” 
— along the lines of the Brookings 
Institute — which will deal with 
strategy in its widest terms, 
providing in-depth research in the 
field of national security. 

The centre's independence (of the 
government and indeed the universi- 
ty) is ensured by an endowment fund 
and its own board of directors, 
chaired by Abba Hban MK. The cen- 
tre’s formation responds, in part, to 
the recommenidation of the Agranat 
Committee to establish alternative 
conceptual sources in security think- 
‘Ing. Its first public event will be a 
day-long seminar on the concept of 
“secure boundaries,’ to be held 
goon. 

Yariv brings to his job a tough- 
Minded approach and insight into 
the workings of our governmental 
and political system (disillusioned 
with Labour, he joined the DMC in 
May 1977). He urges readiness to pay 
the price of real peace, but not to the 
extent of stripping the government 
of its bargaining powers. Immediate 
priority should be given to educating 
the people of both Egypt and Israel 
to cooperate for coexistence, he 

8. 

The former minister ascribes the 
sense of let-down in the country to 
the unreasonably high expectations 
for a sure-fire quick solution that 
followed President Sadat's dramatic 
visit. Yariv believes that the mass 
media are partly to blame. for this 
irrational euphoria — which was 
human and understandable, but in- 
evitably led to disappointment. 


AS THE GENERAL who led Israel's 
team to the cease-fire talks at 
Kilometre 101 in 1973, Yariv warns of 
tough bargaining ahead. There 
should be no illusions about this. 

Sadat has made his bid to sway 
public opinion here and ab-oad by 
the very dramatic nature of his visit, 
which, Yariv says, should not be un- 
derrated. Nor should the attacks on 
him by the rejection front — for hav- 
ing “given all the cards away" — be 
dismissed aa unimportant. 

Yariv is all for making maximum 
efforts to meet Egyptian demands in 
order to achieve an agreement, even 
a separate one, for it would radically

On 
the contrary, the Egyptian ruler 
does have the real alternative of 
joining forces with other Arab states 
and applying strong political, 
economic and military preasure on 
Israel. , 

The ex-general is sure that should 

Sadat choose the military option, 
Israel is strong enough to deal with 
it. However, it would not be too ἀξ- 
ficult for Egypt end her allies to 
mount a limited military operation, 
together with economic and political 
pressure, aimed at securing political 
results. 

Yariv envisages them ‘unsettling 
the world’s nerves, playing the oil 
and petrodollar cards, and relying 
on the superpowers’ intervention to 
save them from any disaster — and 
then to get back to political 
negotiations in circumstances more 
favourable to their interests.” - 


He tends to criticize the 
government's handling of the 
negotiations, especially es regards 
Sinai, which, he thinks, should have 
been started . “T am not 
party to all the secrets,” he says, 
“but one should assume that in the 
contacts made prior to Sadat's visit, 
the limits of what would be possible 
were clarified, and that Begin's 
peace plan was based on such dis- 
cussions." Anyhow, he adds, ‘I don't 
think It would have made ali that 
much difference.""

AS FOR the North Sinai settlements, 
Yariv sees them ag “important but 
not vital" to Israel's security. What 
matters 15 an Israeli military 
presence in the Rafiah area. Yes, the 
settlements do make a strategic con- 
tribution, but he does not regard 
their retention as the sine qua non of 
a real peace treaty. 

However, all this hinges on Egyp- 
tian readiness for a rea] and durable 
peace. There might be alternatives, 
such as special status under Egyp- 
tian rule, or a territorial switch, but 
if these are not possible, then Israel 
could consider removing the 
settlements — but only if they com- 
prise the oniy obstacie to a real 
peace, : 


For Yariv the single most impor- 
tant aspect of any agreement is the 
duration of the transitional period. 
He applauds the government's 
proposal for a five-year period, see- 
ing it as very important indeed. 

“We have to remember that Sadat 
has the political advantage over 
Begin,” he says. ‘There is a built-in 
asymmetry between us. Everything 


that Egypt can offer for peace can be 
easily cancelled. Whatever we offer 
to Egypt — once it is handed over, 
that’s it. Thus the transitional period 
should be used to introduce a variety 
of security arrangements, and it 
must be exploited to create an in- 
frastructure of economic and 
technological cooperation. The more 
extensive the web of such 8 
relationship, the greater the in- 
surance against a renewal of the con- 
flict. But this takes time.” 

Be warns that if the peace agree- 
ment is based only on treaties and 
security arrangements and 
diplomatic relations, without 
widespread interaction, then the 
elements of risk would be greatly in- 
creased. : 

What worries Yariv in all the talk 

of formal peace arrangements is 
that the nature and content of peace 
have received so little attention. 
There ia a need for detailed plan- 
ning, and he urges the formation of 2 
apecial body to work out such 
details. Joint projects need to be em- 
barked on in as many fields as possi- 
bie in order to encourage interac- 
tion. 
Yariv believes that there must be 
an Israeli presence m Sharm e- 
Sheikh during the - transitional 
period. It would be an excellent 
place for fostering cooperation and 
might even lead to a pilot project 
which could later be applied to all of 
Israel's neighbours. 


THE FORMER minister is amused 
by the way the pro-Arab lobbyists in 
Britain and the U.S. misused the so- 
called Shemtov-Yariv formula for 
dealing with the PLO.

TEST OF SADAT’S INTENTIONS 


ΤῸ the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — There is no question that 
President Sadat is sincere. But what 
is he sincere about? To give Israel, 
as he says, what it always wanted: 
Peace, security, recognition, and 
acceptance — in-return for Israel's 
giving up all “Arab lands" and per- 
mitting a Palestinian state. 

In recent interviews he has ex- 
pressed disappointment and dis- 
tesa because, he ar is 

ing “everything” an in, 
“nothing” in teture eee 

Sadat, no doubt, can give Israel] 
acceptance and recognition, but can 
he give it peace and security? As far 
as Egypt is concerned, he himself 
can be trusted, but what about those 
who come after him? Can he also 
speak for Syria and Jordan, or for 
the rejectionist states, or for Saudi 
Arabia and the Persian Gulf oil 
states which support the PLO and 
may continue to do so even after 
“peace."" How valid are Sadat's 
assurances of security, or even of 
acceptance, for Israel under these 
circumstances? 


When he speaks about ‘Arab 
lands,"" when referring to the West 
Bank and Gaza, his premise \s rebut- 
table on legal, historic and moral 
grounds. Even Egypt's claim to 
Sinai, which Israel is prepared to 
concede, is tainted. 


One is forced to the conclusion, es- 
pecially in view of his recent shrill 
polemics in the news media and his 
accusations against Begin, that 
Sadat wants peace only on his own 
terms; Israel must give up 
everything, go back to the 1967 lines, 
and accept a eten pa state, ia 
return for Egyptian pledges whic! 
he cannot enforce on other Arab 
states or even his eventual 
successor. The result: obtaining by a 
visit to-Jerusalem what could not be 
accomplished by war — an Israel 
stripped to the bone, a weakened 
target, readied for the final blow of 
destruction. Sadat’s venture into 
Jerusalem was indeed courageous, 
but he was playing for high stakes. 

If Sadat is really sincere about 
seeking the road to peace because of 
the condition of Egypt's economy 
and Egypt's unwillingness to con- 
tinue to bear the brunt of war on 
behalf of other Arab states, he can 
demonstrate this by concluding his~ 
own peace with Israel. In this event 
Israel would be chancing the future 
only with Sadat’s successors.

INSURANCE FIRMS AND THE LAW. 


To the Rditor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — The basic idea of insurance 
— besides being a profitable 
business undertaking — is the pay- 
ment of adequate indemuities to the 
insured in case of actual losses suf- 
fered, which would enable him to 
restore the damage or replace stolen 
goods. Provided, of course, that the 
claim is sound, the sum of the in- 
surance was in conformity with the 
actual value of the property and 


_ there was a valid policy. This is the 


service the insured is paying for in 
the form of the insurance premium 
85 laid down in the contract: the in- 
surance policy. 2 


My insurance company, however, 


has apparently different views on . 


the matter. Making good use of the 
rather poor consumer protection 
laws of the country, their approach 
is not to pay, or to offer a fraction of 
the actual dues. 


If the insured agrees, they have 
done well. If not, he or she may go to 
court. 

Considering the length of such a 
legal procedure, the company — in 
the worst case for them — will have 
to pay the full sum of the claim, after 
one and a half or two years. Az the 
Israeli law courts acknowledge a 
ridiculously low interest rate only 
(entirely out of touch with reality), 
the actual value of the sum paid to 
the insured by that time — due to in-
